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WHERE THE CYNIC IS WRONG 


There has been a great deal said by all of us as to 


fne purposes of the great war. Why did America enter 
it? What was France's objective.' What aroused tho' 
British? Some people are cynical enough to declare 
that the purpose of the war was not to make Democracy 
safe anywhere, was not in fact to end war. but that it 
,was simply a commercial, military adventure. George 
'Harvey is one who has stated this in the rawest English. 


We would not urge that back of the activity of a 


good many of the governments was not the thought of 
profit and the idea of gain, and we know that there were 
people in America, as there must have been elsewhere. 
who regretted the day of the armistice because the pil- 
ing up of fortunes ceased with the war. We have little 
faith, as a matter of fact, in the purposes of most of the 
organized governments in that conflict, but whatever 
purposes dominated individuals who were pulling the 
wares to start, and keep going, the great butchery, the 
masses who made up the armies, who rendered the 
service in the shops, and factories, and farms, really be- 
lieved in the slogans that were given them. 


To them the purpose was for freedom. It was to 


destroy militarism, and forever end war. It was to give' 
to every people an opportunity for the clearest "and 
most complete expression 
of democracy. And 
the 


beautiful thing about it is, that because the government 
of every nation, through its propaganda, taught the' 
people that this was the object of the war. so now. 
having been thoroughly converted to these holy purpos- 
es, the people are more1 and more dedicating themselves 
to their actual achievement. 


While they recognize that the war did not accom- 


plish these objects, at the same time they realize that 
they are worthy of accomplishment, and are worthy of 
the noblest efforts of men. In the end these purposes 
will be achieved. Nations will be forced to decide their j 
differences not by an appeal to arms but by an appeal 
to the conscience, and reason. 
It is going to be more 


and more difficult for civilized governments to sell any 
war to their people. There is to be found a better way. 
and when that way is found the world will be safe for 
democracy. Herbert Adams Gibbons says that when 
nations have applied the same rules of conduct in deal- 
ing with the people of other nations that they apply' 
when dealing with their own. the need of land and naval 
armament has passed by. The day is approaching when 
these same rules of conduct which we enforce by our 
courts, and law. between individuals, shall apply amon^ 
the nations. Roosevelt said upon one occasion that he 
was willing to abide by the deal, providing that the 
cards were not stacked. That was a fair statement. 
but in the world's controversies we must reach the point 
eventually, that we have in our personal Controversies, 
which are adjudicated by the courts. We must learn to 
abide by the deal even when the cards are stacked. That 
is, we must not raise a disturbance by force. 


A court may be packed. It may"be venal. A judsre 


may have been elected by privilege. 
A citizen knows 


that he has gotten the worst of it because the cards were 
stacked against him. but he doesn't assassinate 
the. 


judge and massacre the jury, lie goes our and joh> 
with his fellows to change that stacked fourt bv'con- 
stitutional and lesral methods and to make <>f it'; 
and just tribunal. Civilization i> the bfUr-r for 
method. It is the method that mu>t apph~ amoni:
